The Rollins campus is again in 
a ferment as a result of the out¬ 
standing success of the Second An¬ 
nual Institute of Statesmanship 
which has taken place this week. 
Problems concerning the formation 
of public opinion have continually 
ecu fronted the college student both 
in campus and general public af¬ 
fairs, and the discuss ion of these 
problems during the conferences at 
the Institute has stimulated the 
student as well as the journalistic 
inlet lev t into drastic analysis of 
the question "Who makes up our. 
minds?” 

The Rollins ideal of free speech 
and open-minded consideration of 
subjects has had an excellent op¬ 
portunity for realization .during 
tho Institute, The Rollins student, 
likewise, has had an unusual op¬ 
portunity to survey the subject un¬ 
der discussion through the views 
of experts on that subject. The 
spur of conflict has served to make 
these views unusually clear cut. 
Both sides of every question 
brought up has had the advantage 
of a fair consideration. 

This Institute of Statesmanship 
for 1930 has been conducted like 
the first Institute through a series 
of round table discussions ami gen¬ 
eral conferences during the morn¬ 
ing sessions, with an informative 
lecture each evening, Several stu¬ 
dent-celebrity gatherings and o 
number af social events honoring 
the members of the Institute have 
also served to bring the partici¬ 
pants Into more intimate contact 
for the exchange of idea a. 

The Institute opened last Mon¬ 
day evening at tho Recreation hall 
when President Holt welcomed the 
members of the Institute to the 
Rollins. campus. He then Introduced 
the speaker of the evening, Mr, F.

Di\ F. TL Lynch to 
Give Rollins College 
Lecture on Tuesday 

Dr, Frederick If. Lynch, of New 
Ynrk, author, editor, clergyman,, 
and well known advocate of world 
peace, will give the lecture under 
the auspices of Rollins college next 
Tuesday night, January Id, when 
the annual aeries of Tuesday eve¬ 
ning lectures is resumed!, it is an¬ 
nounced. 

The lecture, which will be driven 
at 8:15 in the Winter Park Con¬ 
gregational ehureh, will be on the 
subject of "Ten Years After,” and 
will Le a survey of the wnrtH peace 
movements since the Treaty of 
Versailles. Dr. Lynch was present 
at the signing of this treaty a£ was 
also Dr. Hamilton Holt, president 
of Rollins college. It is interesting 
to note in this connection that Dr, 
Holt and Dr, Lynch were class¬ 
mates at Yale in the class of 1894 
and have been active individually 
in the great peace movements of 
internal tonal, as well as national, 
scope. 

Dr. Lynch is secretary of the 
Anglo-American Committee for 
International Discussion and has 
served as executive director of the 
New York Pence society, trustee 
of the American Scandinavian 
Foundation, a delegate to the in¬ 
ternational Peace Congress at Mu¬ 
nich in 1897, to the Peace Congress 
in London in 1908 and to the In¬ 
ternational Congregational Educa¬ 
tional council in Edinburgh in 
l&OB, He has also been the edu¬ 
cational secretary of the World 
Alliance for International Friend¬ 
ship and chairman of the Peace 
Union of America. 

For his work toward internation¬ 
al peace, Greece made him an of¬ 
ficer of the Order of King George, 
and Sweden decorated him with the 
Order of the Northern Star. 

Dr. Lynch is tho author of nu¬ 
merous works in the field of the¬ 
ology, sociology, peace and biog¬ 
raphy. He has accepted an invi¬ 
tation from President Holt to give 
a course on the "History ond Phil- 
ooophy uf Internationa! Peace/' 
during the Rollins winter school 
r: i.

$380,000 Pledged 
To Rollins Says 
President Holt 


Formal opening of & cnmpnlgn 
to raise $2,5(}0,QOO for the endow¬ 
ment of Rollins college was an¬ 
nounced today by President Ham¬ 
ilton Holt. Including an anonymous; 
gift of 1125,000, total subscrip¬ 
tions have already been pledged 
to the fund totaling $380,000, he 
reported, although no active so¬ 
licitation has been done as yet* 

Tentatively, Holt explained, the 
college will seek its goal without 
conducting a nation-wide drive* A 
general committee of friends of 
Rollins is being organized to as¬ 
sist an executive committee! for 
the campaign. In addition, infor¬ 
mal committee organizations have 
been made in New York city, Bos¬ 
ton, Providence, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland. 

Work toward organizing the 
Now York committee was Initiated 
when Irving BacheUer, author, and 
a trustee of Rollins, invited 20 
personal friends to a dinner to 
hear Dr. Holt explain J, tho Rol¬ 
lins adventure in old-fangled edu¬ 
cation." Organization work in oth¬ 
er cities has been carried on quiet¬ 
ly during the fall by President 
Holt and his assistant, Alfred J* 
Hanna. 

Although Rollins college needs 
several new buildings as well as 
additional equipment,, president 
Holt pointed out in his announce¬ 
ment that no appeals for such 
purposes wiU be made until after 
tho 112,5(10,0(10 fund is completed. 
Income from the present endow¬ 
ment fund of |fias,0(30 is Inade¬ 
quate to provide operating expe rts- 
cs and each year the college faces 
a deficit* 

In its 45th year, Rollins college 
Is the oldest institution of higher 
learning in Florida* Although 
founded by Congrogationaliats, It 
Is not denominational, ft has an 
enrollment of 328 men and women, 
representing 27 states and time 
foreign countries. About a third 
of this year’s students are ‘Trans¬ 
fers” from other colleges and uni- 
versaties* The fresh man class of 
more than 100 is said to be the
